9, 1961, KLEIN was interviewed by BIC 
BA and DON W. WALTERS. 


KLEIN advised that he has known NICK CIVGLLA ior 
more than thirty years, having grown up in the same area 
with NICK. He stated that since opening the Original Toy 
and Jobbing Company, which he presently operates, CIVELLA has 
frequented his place and at the present time comes there, 
usually about four times a week, to play bridge. He stated 
NICK is very fond of bridge and usually comes there between 
3:30 and 4:00 p.m. and remains until the place closes, about 
6:00 or 6:30 p.m. He advised that CIVELLA never discusses 
business with him and he does not desire to know CIVELLA's 
business. He stated that he feels that all of his trouble 
has resulted from being associated vith individuals like NICK 
CIVELLA. He advised in 1947 he was convicted in connection 
with the Kansas City Vote Fraud Case and spent some time in 
the Federal Penitentiary, which he feels was directly the 
result of his being known as an associate of CIVELLA.

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Since that time he, has continued to be "guilty by association" 
and while ‘he has not engaged in any illegal activity of any 
kind, he is. often accused of being a member of the Italian! 
organization, accused: of having gambling in his personal: business 
and other criminal activity. He stated he realizes that this 

is -a bad situation but one that he can do nothing about. When 
asked why .he felt that he could not do. anything about it, KLEIN 
smiled but. made" no. answer. 


When intérviewing Agents persisted in asking 
questions of KLEIN relative to the Italian organization and 
NICK CIVELLA, KLEIN became angry and refuséd to discuss the 


matter àny further. 


KLEIN Was: questioned relative to the taking of 


bets at the Original Toy and Jobbing Company andi denied that. 


any bets were taken there or that. any gambling. was done there. >. 
He admitted that. approximately a year or year and one-half: ago, 

a gambling game had ‘operated in the space. immédiately west. of 

his. place of business but he denied any knowledge ‘Of ۰ identity - 
of the person operating this game. He Stated that his only 


business at. the present time is the operation of the Original 


Toy. and Jobbing Company و‎ which is a wholesale toy business, 
and denied that he is engaged in any type. of illegal activity. 
He ‘stated that he has

that.he is also active in Boy Scout. work, “He stated he is 
trying his best to.live down his. prison record, although 
it is extremely difficult because. he is continually being 
subpoenaed | to appear ‘before local and federal grand. juries 
and questioned regarding ‘the activities: of such individuals 
as NICK. .CIVELLA, Who frequents ‘his place of -business. 


KLEIN stated that. he. has. long known of the interest. 
of the FBI in him and the people who frequent. his store and. 
stated. that he does not object and that his place is open any 
time for. any investigation. He pointed out, that he has felt 
that the FBI has: had his telephone tapped for some time. He 
stated he based. ‘this opinion on the fact that his phones are 


checked. by people representing themselves to be telephone 


people at regular intervals and some of these individuals he 


‘suspects as being FBI Agents.

He further stated he has made a practice in the past when he 


suspects. individuals as not being telephone employees 
to contact the telephone. company to verify if there is 


-a work order for his place.

1 It was suggested to KLEIN that in view of his 
association with such individuals aS NICK CIVELLA, that 
inquiries wóuld probably be made from time to time as to his. 
whereabouts, and therefore, to facilitate matters and to avoid 
the embarrassment of any inquiries made about him, he should 
consider advising the FBI when he planned a trip out of the 
city. He stated that he- was planning such a trip in the

immediate future, as he and his son planned to leave Kansas 
City on March 10 and fly to Miami, where they would attend 
the Heavyweight Championship Fight and planned to return to 
Kansas City on March 14. He stated that while in Miami he 
would stay at the Américana Hotel. KLEIN was asked if he ۰ 
planned to. see NICK CIVELLA while there and readily admitted 
that CIVELLA had left Kansas City on March 6, with his wife 


enroute to Miami, Florida and would probably attend the fight 
and he would probably see him. i : . 


E KLEIN stated that there is another trip that he 
makes on ah.annual basis and takes the trip to Santa Ana, 
California each summer to visit his wife's mother. 


KLEIN readily--admitted knowing CARL CIVELLA | 
personally but stated that he sees him very infrequently, 

as CIVELLA has only been in ‘his place of business on two 

or three occasions, to his knowledge. He stated that he  . 

bas only been to the Produce Club one time that he can recall 
and ‘that was prior to the time when he moved to his present 
location at 102 East 3rd Street. He.stated he doesn’t. associate 


-with CIVELLA personally and has absolutely no knowledge of his 


business or activities. £ 


KLEIN admitted knowing FELIX FERINA and stated 


that FERINA. comes to, his place of business infrequently, 


however, he stated he knew absolutely. nothing of FERINA's 
business or activities. KLEIN stated that he makes it a 
point not to associate personally with NICK CIVELLA ‘and his 
associates who frequent his place.of business, stating that 
he spends all of his leisure time with his family, but he. and 
his wife do occasionally go to such places as Antonio's 


Pizzeria ‘and the Pancake Patio and on most of those occasions

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KLEIN was asked about the allegation that MAX 
JABEN and two others had within the past year attempted to 
buy a gambling establishment in either Reno, Nevada or Lake 


Tahoe, California, and he denied any knowledge of this business 
venture. 


KLEIN denied that he knew FRANK BALISTRIERI, BUSTER 
BALESTRERE or MILLIO MILITTI.

Upon -closing at about 
6AM the following morning,'he proceeds either to his home | 
or to his place of business, the Grand Salvage. Company, ` 
If he does .not go directly. home, he ugually returns home 
in the early afternoon and does. not leave until he returns 
to the restaurant at 7 or 8PM. 


CAMMISANO said that when he originally opened the 
restaurant in December 1960, ‘he remained open from about noon 
to: 7 or ‘8AM the following: morning; however, on. 2-9-1 and 
since that time, he ‘has operated. only. during the night hours.

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CAMMISANO advised he owns 124 acres in Northern 
Heights, north of KC MO, in which NICK CIVELLA has, a half- 
interest. This acreage was originally owned by JAMES 
CARROLLA and himself and shortly before CARROLLA died, he 
sold his interest to NICK CIVELLA, He claimed the only 
organizations. of which he. is, a member are the Quarterhorse 
Association and the Mirror Lake Country Club. 


CAMMISANO stated he attended the anniversary party 
for, NICK CIVELLA at the Mirror Lake Country Club about 
12-12-59 but ‘that he gave no ‘present to CIVELLA and he is 
not engaged in any other business interests with CIVELLA 
than in the ownership of the 124 acres. He said he has never 
known NICK CIVELLA, to be a leader of any element of the 
Italian 'people and has no knowledge. of his leadership over 
any group in the criminal element. When questioned as to 
whether or not certain of the Italian people go to NICK 
CIVELLA for advice and guidance, he said he has no knowledge 
regarding this and that he personally could conceive of no 

situation wherein he. might consult CIVELLA. for advice, 
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p 
sold. by them for about four or five months and received the 


profit of the cash discount; He stated did b6 
not have. sufficient credit to handle the tire purchases and bye 
this was the reason for their handling this matter. He said `

Subject stated he has no connection with any loan 
club which loans money to individuals in KC MO and has no, 
knowiedge of such an organization. 


CAMMISANO stated that he has in the past traveled 
to Las Vegas, Nevada, with his wife and. on such occasions he 
has stayed at the Desert Inn ‘Hotel, He claimed not to have 
been in Las Vegas in the past three years. 


Subject denied knowing LEW FARRELL. He claimed he 
has been acquainted with JAMES DUARDI fora number of years, 
as DUARDI was originally from ‘Kansas City and his family 
lived in this area. He claimed not to have seen DUARDI. in 
recent years.

CAMMISANO denied knowing MILLIO MILLITTI. He said 
he is acquainted with BUSTER BALESTRERE, believed to be a 
nephew of the late JAMES. ‘BALESTRERE and that BUSTER is now 
believed .to be living in Milwáükee. He claimed not to know 
the reason for BUSTER'S leaving the Kansas City area and 
knows nothing of his present activities. He claimed not to 
have seen. BUSTER in the recent past. 


Upon referring to the disappearance’ of EDWARD HARRIS, 
subject advised that he had gotten the blame for the shooting 
of subject HARRIS, which occurred some four or five years ago.’ 
He denied he was responsible for that shooting or HARRIS!S 
disappearance of 2-9-60. He said he has never frequentéd the 
Produce Club gince it has moved to its present location at 
3rd & Walnut. 


When. asked if he would volunteer any information 
which might be in his posséssión: regarding the. GLADDEN 
matter, or pertinent information regarding the criminal 
element or individuals. of prominence, such as NICK CIVELLA, 
and which. might be of assistance to the government, he said 
he probably would not. He stated he definitely would not 
furnish information regarding the GLADDEN matter if he knew. 
who was responsible as he would not want to get involved.

FORTE advised that he and his wife hàd traveled to Las 
Vegas, Nevada, in February 1960, where they stayed at the Sands 
Hotel with THOMAS FONTANELLO and his wife. He said they are 
acquainted. with CARL COHEN who is connected with the Sands Hotel. 
He denied he had traveled to.Las Vegas on this occasion with 
THOMAS CACIOPPO or with ANTHONY or NICK CIVELLA. He recalled, 
however, that these men were either in Las Vegas immediately 
before or after February 1960 and that all went from this point 
to Palm Springs, California. 


FORTE advised that lie and his wife also traveled to 
Las Vegas in June 1960 where they first rented an apartment 
for a period of about three weeks and the last four days of 
their stay was spent at the Sands Hotel. He said to his knowl- 
edge, there were no other acquaintances of his from Kansas City 
in Las Vegas at that time.

As to Glabom, FORTE stated he is not acquainted with 
STANTON M. GLADDEN and to his knowledge, has never been in the. 

He recalls that on the afternoon of 
the day GLADDEN'S automobile was bombed, he was in the office

Lot between 9:00 and 10:00 in the morning, after which he 
buys cars at one of the auto auctions. His daily activities 
are confined to acquiring automobiles and he usually returns 
home about 6:00PM. He said that if the weather is good, he 
occasionally returns to his used car lot following the 
dinner hour, where he remains until 9:00PM, when he returns 
home. He said he does not frequent local taverns or known 
hang-outs of Italian and criminal individuals, and he said 
he has hot had a drink in the past two months. He denied 
that he ever gambles and stated he had only been in the Produce 
Club on one occasion and this was: when he was attempting to. 
sell an. automobile to some unrecalled individual who was at.. 
this location. 


When asked regarding the identity of any. organization, 
such as the. Mafia, he stated he was aware there had been a. 
group: of people known as the Black Handers in Kansas City when 
he: was a small child, but he said he has heard no comments. 
indicating there is such. an ‘organization in existence in Kansas 
City at the present time.nor.has he ever heard of any organiza- 
tion referred to in Kansas City as. the Mafia. 


FORTE advised that. he has. known, NICK, CIVELLA since. 
they were .close associates. as young, boys but at the present 
time; he: only sees him once or twice a year and has .no knowl- 
edge :of. his business. activities or interests. He stated he 
does not know NICK CIVELLA to. be a leader of any organization. 
or group of Italian people, although.it is generally reported 
that. he has. done .a great deal of good in keeping the young 
Italian boys..out .of trouble by .going:and talking to them when. 
they are involved in criminal activities. or some: other: activity 
which is detrimental to them. 


FORTE stated.he is acquainted with. CARL CIVELLA, who 
can frequently be seen :at the Jungle Club, which he understands 
is owned by PHIL SIMONE. 


He said while.it is generally known, that many. of 
the Italian. people. were involved. in narcotics violations in. 
the. past years, FORTE does not feel it. is true that there is 
any traffic in narcotics by the Italian people at the. present. 
time. He. has heard the report that. NICK CIVELLA takes a 
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personal stand .as being opposed to the Italian people being 
involved in any type of narcotics traffic. 


He advised that he has never personally talked. to 
NICK CIVELLA. about the latter's reported attendance at the 
Apalachin meeting, which was given considerable newspaper 
publicity. He.said.he would have no occasion to discuss 
this with .CIVELLA, as it is none of his business: 


FORTE advised that he had been arrested on. numerous 
occasions;  but.he does. not consider: himself a criminal char- 
acter and.has.seriously considered applying for a liquor 
license. 


As to MILLIO MILLITTI, he stated he had known MILLITTI 
for about: ten years, first becoming acquainted with him when 
MILLITTI was a prize fighter in Omaha; Nebraska. He said the 
next he knew of MILLITTI he was an invalid in a wheel chair. 

He said there have. been. occasions when MILLITTI. has come. to. 


Kansas City and on such. occasions, he usually. tele b6 
from the: ‘airport, after .which.h ould contact one. b7C 
who operates a pool hall.at , and they would meet 
MILLITTI and take him from. the airplane; He. said the reason > 
for meeting him is because is a husky young man and 


can easily. pick up MILLITTI in s arms.‘and carry him from the 
piane. ‘to, a wheel chair. On such occaions,. they usually travel 
from. the plane. to either Gaetano's Restaurant or the Midwest 
Bar,.operated by THOMAS FONTANELLO, with whom MILLITTI.is ac-. 
quainted. - He also stated: that MILLITTI is known, to be acquainted 
with: CHARLES BENGIAMINA,  MILLITTI has not been in Kansas City, 
to his knowledge, for several years. and although he and- his 
wife. visited. in the San Francisco area’ about. six years ago, at 
which: time. they heard MILLITTI was in a local hospital, they 
were unable to visit him, although they attempted to |y 


FORTE advised he is acquainted with BUSTER/BALESTRERE, 
who is believed to be a brother-in-law ۶ JOHN HOEEY, ۳۹ ۸ e il- 
operates a U-Drive-It Agency. He believes that HMobEY<is’ MOLEY ISl 
married to BALESTRERE'S sister and he believes the reason 
BALESTRERE left’ Kansas City a number of years ago and went to- 
Milwaukee was because he was unable to obtain employment in 
Kansas City at that particular time. He said when BALESTRERE. 3 
was in Kansas City, he used to see him nearly every day at the 
Sherman Bar (prior to 1946) when he, FORTE, and THOMAS FONTANELLO 
operated this bar. He has been acquainted with FRANK BALESTRERE, 
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now deceased, the father of BUSTER BALESTRERE. He knew of 
no relative now living in Kansas City and did not know the 
exact relationship of BUSTER BALESTRERE to the late JAMES 
BALESTRERE, but he may have been a nephew. He claimed not 
to know the present activities of BALESTRERE in Milwaukee. 


FORTE advised that he is acquainted with JAMES 
DUARDI, a former resident of Kansas City, now living in 
California. He claims to have last seen DUARDI about six 
months ago when the latter came to. his car lot just to say 
hello. He stated the reason for DUARDI leaving the Kansas 
City area a number of years ago was because he was harassed 
by the local police, who would pick him up every few days 
for questioning. He claimed not to know the present activities 
of DUARDI. 


FORTE said he is not acquainted with LEW FARRELL.

۱ FONTANELLA denied any knowledge of the bombing of 
STANTON M. GLADDEN. He stated the only thing he knew about 
it was what he read in the newspapers. He stated during the 
pertinent period he was at home inasmuch as he suffered a heart 
attack July 4, 1960, and since that time has been very much 
restricted in his activities and remains at home almost every 
evening. 


He denied any knowledge of any Italian or Sicilian 
organization or "Clique" existing in Kansas City. He stated 
the only Italian organization of which he had any knowledge 
was the North Side political faction headed by ALEXANDER 
JOSEPH PRESTA, which was purely a political organization 
designed to give the Italian people of Kansas City more 
authority and influence in connection with local political b6 
matters. b7C 


FONTANELLA readily admitted having known both 
NICHOLAS and CARL CIVELLA all of his life, stating he considers 
himself to be a close personal friend of both of these 
individuals but denied any knowledge of their business 
interests or activities. He stated he frequently sees 
NICHOLAS CIVELLA at the Original Toy and Jobbing Company 
operated by MORRIS KLEIN, stating that he and CIVELLA 
frequently go there to play bridge. 1

FONTANELLA was asked how CARL CIVELLA and THOMAS 
SIMONE were getting along in connection with the ownership 
of the Jungle Club since it had moved to its location at 
1425. Baltimore Street. He' related he understood they have 
been doing a very excellent business there, particularly ~~ 
during the first week of their operation at this new location. 


FONTANELLA denied any knowledge of current criminal 
activities in Kansas City, stating that since his release from 
the penitentiary in 1941 he has made an-effort to live à clean 
and honest life, and he is avoiding any contacts with known 
‘criminals or persons known to have been engaged in e 
activities. 


| He advised he suffered a heart — on July 4, 
1960, and since that- time has been restricted in connection 
with his. activities. He denied he does any gambling. He 
Stated he seldom goes to the Original Toy and Jobbing Company 
except for a game of bridge with some of his friénds, and 
stated he has not been to the Produce Club for more tham three 
years.

that JOSEPH FILARDO and JOSEPH CUSUMANO are still the leaders 
of the criminal organization and NICHOLAS CIVELLA is the active 
leader who takes orders from then. FILARDO and CUSUMANO do 

not come into direct contact with other members of the. 
organization as does CIVELLA. He stated that JOSEPH LASCUOLA 
appears to be on a similar level as CIVELLA in his relationship 
with CUSUMANO and FILARDO, however, he has never ascertained 
that LASCUOLA has any authority over known members of the 
criminal organization in Kansas City.
